SIR, 

TIi  E  many  crimes  that  ate  almoR  daily  committed  in  many 
parts  of  this  kingdom,  mud  furcly  affecd  ever  one  who  has  a 
real  rcoard  for  his  country,  or  that  eternal  rule,  by  which  the  ac¬ 
tions  of  every  inhabitant  of  it  ought  to  be  governed.  Murders  arc 
hecpient,  but  thefts  and  robberies  every  wnerc  prevail.  Notwith- 
ftanding  the  frequent  puniHiments  that  have  been  inflieded  for 
thefe  olFences,  there  is  Icarce  at  prelent  a  parifh  in  Scotland  but 
is  infefted  with  villains,  who,  in  contempt  of  laws  human  and  di¬ 
vine,  live  by  making  mankind  their  prey.  What  can  be  the  caufe 
that  thefe  offenders  are  at  prefent  fo  very  numerous,  I  think  dc- 
ftTves  to  be  particularly  enquired  into.  We  have  laws  in  force  a- 
gainil  them;  punifhments  are  always  inflitfled  on  fuch  as  are  found 
guilty  of  thele  crimes  ;  yet  they  daily  multiply  and  make  a  mock 
at  that  judice  which  was  intended  to  frighten  them.  Might  not 
this  incline  us  to  fufpet^t,  either  that  the  punKhments  inliitded  on 
thele  offenders  are  not  fufficiently  fcvere,'  or  that  they  are  not 
calculated  to  imprefs  the  mind  with  that  terror  which  is  neceflary 
to  rellrain  others  from  the  fame  crimes^  Several  of  them  have  in# 
ilecd  been  capitally  punifhed,  which  is  no  doubt  abundantly  fe- 
▼ere  ;  yet  even  this  feverity  makes  (b  little  impreflion  on  the  minds 
of  others,  that  many  arc  not  afraid  to  fteal  iti  the  very  time  they 
are  witneflfing  thele  examples  of  jidtice;  and  we  always  lind,^  that, 
"  here  fuch  punifhments  are  mod  frequent,  they  arc  Icall  regarded, 
l^ci  liaps  this  may  be  partly  accounted  for  from  the  Ration  and 
C'liiratioii  of  thefe  daring  criminals  j— hardened  in  guilt,  they  are 
fcarlefs  of  death,  becaufe  wholly  ignorant  of  its  dreadful  confc# 
Spences;  therefore  they  confidcr  their  falftring  brethren  as  now 
h^vond  the  reach  of  danger,  and  delib^aicly  re&lvc  ta  tread  the 
VoL.

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fimc  patlis^  even  tliough  they  flioulcl  make  the  fame  fharoefol 
exit.  *  *  '  '  ” 

But  what  I  prefuine  ^ives  the  greateft  encouragement  to  thefts 
a:ul  robberies,  is  the  iVmence  that  is  for  inofl  part  pronounced 
aj.ainll  fiich  as  are  convidecl  of  ihefe  crimes.  Perfons  found  guilty 
of  ainxious  crimes,  but  not  thought  worthy  of  death,  are  alraoft 
nnivcrl'ally  biinijl}cd  the  kbi^doiriy  as  a  punilhinent  next  to  capital. 
But,  with  all  fiibmiifion,  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  banijhmentn 
in  every  relpccl  an  improper  punilhment  tor  any  otTcnce  whatever. 
For,  however  fevere  a  piininiment  it  might  be  to  fonie  perfons, 
w  h  i  can  rclilh  tlie  Aveets  of  i'oeiety,  and  the  refined  joys  of  friend, 
fliip,  t<»  be  bani'licd  their  native  country,  to  be  torn  from  their 
neared  relations,  ilieir  deareft  friends,  and  from  all  that  ufed  to 
ioniiihute  to  tlicir  hapjiinefs  ;  I  fay,  whatever  punifhment  it  might 
be  i<»  fiu  h  peifons,  thufc  on  whom  this  ftnteiue  is  ufually  pafled, 
are  fuch  as  are  ini  ire  li  rangers  to  ihcfe  refined  fenfalions.  They 
have  no  poliellions  they  can  lufe,  no  relations  they  efleem,  no 
friends  they  can  irnlt  ;  therefore  they  can  leave  their  country 
witlmut  a  pang,  and  having  never  tailed  happinefs,  can  go  any 
where  vviihoiit  fear  of  being  miferable.  Nor  indeed  is  there  any 
ground  for  lear  in  being  fent  over  to  America.  A  fevv  years  fcr. 
viimle,  or  llaveiv  if  you  will,  is  the  word  that  can  happen;  from 
which,  if  they  find  it  intolerable,  they  feldom  want  opportunities 
to  elope.  Or  if  they  iltoiild  not,  tbeir  bondage  is  loon  over,  when 
they  become  almoll  univerfillv  wealthier  than  ever  they  were,  or 
\  emul  hope  to  he  in  their  native  country;  many  of  them,  either 
by  tleceit  or  induUrv,  procuring  ihemfclves  independent  fortunes. 
—  V.'ven  the  women,  whom  we  arc  apt  to  pity  under  fuch  a  fen* 
lence,  lei  hnn  fail  of  ]>n)curing  either  refpect,  hy  the  appearance 
oj'innotcnee  and  pretenfions  to  virtue,  or  wealth,  by  the  gainful, 
though  Ihameful  tr.ule  of  prollitatioii.  For  thefe  reafons  1  am  of* 
opinion,  taut  to  lenience  criminals  to  be  traiilported  to  our  colo¬ 
nies,  either  lor  a  fixed  time  or  for  life,  is  doing  them  a  real  ft- 
vuur,  inllend  of  inflicting  a  punilhment.  IVJany  of  thefe  enemies 
TO  focieiy,  1  am  pretty  certain,  look  upon  it  in  ihis  favourable  point 
of  view;  and  from  ilicnce  arc  encouraged  to  go  on  in  their  villain¬ 
ous  practices,  from  a  ho|>e  that  banijhmcnt  is  the  word  that  will 
ha]>p(‘ii  them. 

Ihir,  though  bim\()y,nent  he  no  piininiment  to  criminals,  it  with¬ 
out  doubt  is  a  heavy  one  to  our  colonies,  to  which  they  are  trant 
ported,  bhouhl  they,  pafs  the  lame  fentence  on  their  criniinalf, 
that  they  llionld  he  trail fjioried  to  Great  Britain  for  life, — would 
we  not  think  it  both  an  injury  and  alfrom?  Would  we  not  think  it 
a  dil’yaee,  to  have  our  country  made  as  it  were  a  Common  recep¬ 
tacle  for  ihcfc  dregs  of  huinau  nature?  Wouki  we  not  think  the 
progrefs  of  trade,  and  good  order  of  fociety  endangered  by  the 
muliiplicalion  of  thefe  bauilhed  mifereants?  And  can  we  fiippofe, 
that  our  Ametkau  brethren  will  look  upon  that  coinpliment  which 
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yearly  paid  them,  in  a  more  favourable  light?  That  the  countiy 

iliinly  iiiliabited,  and  conlequenily  a  fcarcity  of  lervants,  is  not  a 
liiilitient  exciife.  For  whal  perfon  of  integrity  but  would  rather 
fiuire  to  live  in  a  country  thinly  inhabited,  with  men  of  his  own 
ijpri^litncls,  than  in  a  country  populous  with  knaves?  And  who  is 
i(  that  would  not  rather  want  a  fervant,  than  have  one  wlio  has 
hcvn  proven  to  be  a  villain  ?  When  fervants  of  this  charac^ter  are 
niinieroiis,  furely  no  perfon^s  property  can  be  fafe.  They  would 
be,  no  doubt,  dangerous  in  any  country,  but  I  fliould  tlni>k  more 
lo  in  a  country  thinly  inhabited,  as  the  confequences  of  a  combi- 
inii  )!i  among  them  would  be  much  more  fatal.  If  the  peopling 
of  America  be  tliil  inhlled  on,  this  may  furely  be  done  in  a  way 
bt)tli  more  honourable  and  advantageous.  There  are  numbers  of 
lionell  Libourers,  who  w'ould  willingly  go  over  to  it,  was  it  not  for 
tiie  exigence  of  tranl’portaiion,  which  they  are  not  able  lo  bear. 
\\  ere  fiuh  jicrfons  tranfported  at  the  public  expence,  gratitude 
would,  I  dare  lay,  oblige  them  to  aet  a  part  extremely  different 
Irjin  the  prefent  condutft  of  our  colonies,  which  vve  have  fuch 
wci^luy  reafons  to  condenm. 

Blit  tliis  is  not  all  :  banilhmentis  not  only  no  punlfliment  to  cri¬ 
minals,  is  not  only  injurious  to  our  colonies,  but  in  the  end  is,  T 
prcl’ame,  extremely  hurtful  to  our  own  country.  Laws  are, made 
lor  tlie  fafety  of  property,  the  encouragement  of  trade,  and  in- 
tered  of  the  date;  the  fame  ends  fliould  be  kept  in  view,  if  pof- 
llMe,  in  the  inflicting  of  punifliments.  Accordingly,  among  the 
Ceriuans  and  Rulfians,  all  atrocious  cirmes  (fome  very  few  which 
are  capital  excepted)  are  puniflied  by  fcntencing  the  criminal  to 
the  mines,  either  for  life  or  a  certain  time,  according  to  the  hein- 
oafnefs  of  the  offence.  This  is  a  punilliment  to  many  more  ter¬ 
rible  than  death,  and  the  fuffering  it  a  real  advantage  to  the  flate. 
But  banifliment  not  only  yields  us  no  advantages  of  this  nature, 
but  has,  I  am  afraid,  a  very  contrary  tendency.  .  It  is  prefumed, 
there  arc  about  twenty  perfoiis  every  year  baniHied  from  Scotland 
to  our  colonies;  fb  that  the  number  of  criminals  fent  there  from 
Great  Britain  in  a  few  years,  mull  be  very  conflderable.  Though 
thefe  perfoiis,  as  has  been  alledged,  fuffer  no  real  difadvantage  by 
traulportation,  yet  it  is  a  difgrace  the  moft  inlenfible  inuft  feel  : 
2nd  though  it  fliould  not  be  fo  fenfibly  felt  as  to  infpirc  with  a 
tielire  of  immediate  revenge,  yet  it  almofl  never  fails  to  inflil  llie 
principles  of  a  lading  hatred  againfl  their  native  country,  which 
•ye  ufiially  violent,  as  that  affedtion  which  every  one  naturally  has. 
lor  his  country  is  flrong.  Even  this  might  be  attended  with  no 
td  confequences,  did  the  fliame  die  with  tliofe  who  merited  it. 
hut  the  mofl  ignorant  know  this  is  not  the  cafe  ;  a  reproach  of  this 
l^mcl  lads  from  generation  to  generation.  The  pofterity  of  fuch 
perfons  are  branded  with  the  infamy  of  .banifhment  more  fre- 
tpynilv,  and  feel  it  more  fenfibly  than  ever  it  was  felt  by  their 
guilty  parents;  and  as  they  are  heifs  to  the  difgrace  of  their  pa- 

rcnls. 
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rmts,  they  become  fo  likewile  to  their  violent  hatred  of  ihelf 
iniihcr  country.  Baniflied  peiibns,  and  the  children  of  fuch, 
mull  by  this  time  be  very  numerous  in  America.  And  can  %e 
imagine  that  thefe  perfons  wifh  the  profperity  ol  Great  Britats  > 
that  they  will  defire  to  enrich  us  by  their  trade,  and  be  willing  to 
own  themfclves  dependent?  Is  it  to  be  expected  that  fuch  per. 
ions  will  ever  (without  force)  fubmit  to  be  taxed  for  the  benefit  of 
that  country  from  v^hich  their  anceftors  vtere  banilhed  with  every 
maik  of  infamy?  It  is  true,  thefe  perfons  have  not  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  affairs  cntrufled  to  them  ;  but  we  know  very  W'cll,  from 
lite  experience,  that  a  mob  has  a  very  powerful  intluencc,  and 
that  to  opp<ifc  it  is  extremely  dangerous;  efpecially  when  its  de¬ 
mands  are  for  the  imagined  honour  and  iiiterell  of  the  country. 
Inllead,  ihcrefoj  e,  of  being  furprized  at  the  confiiiions,  and  rebel¬ 
lious  fpirit  that  at  prefeni  reign  in  our  colonies;  I  rather  wonder 
at  the  long  tranquillity  they  have  enjoyed,  with  fuch  a  number  of 
perfons  among  them,  who  reckon  iheie  or.ly  is  liberty  where 
there  is  no  law'. 

J  am  no  politician,  and  therefore  cannot  pretend  to  fay  how 
the  panidimcnt  of  critniiials  might  be  made  ferviceable  to  the 
llaie*  but  1  think  certainly  it  might  be  done.  Have  w’e  not  ar¬ 
mies  to  maintain,  and  fleets  to  equip?  What  bad  confequencei 
could  follow'  on  making  thefe  perfons  the  guardians  of  our  liber- 
ties  w  ho  have  forfeited  their  own  ?  Mioht  not  two  or  three  in  i 
Ihip  be  obliged,  without  wages,  to  ferve  our  king  and  country, 
and  upon  cundiiions  that  w’ould  cffcclually  prevent  their  efcape? 
And  if  a  confinement  of  this  kind  for  life,  fliould  be  reckoned  too 
I’evere,  might  not  eminent  fervices  and  uncommon  bravery  be 
made  the  price  of  liberty  ?  Some  expedient  of  this  nature  might 
certainly  be  fallen  upon,  that  w’ould  fave  a  confiderable  expencf,' 
make  our  criminals  nfefnl  fervants  of  the  (late,  more  cffe^ually 
deter  others  from  the  fame  crimes,  than  the  prefeiu  method  of 
punilhmenr,  and  at  the  fame  time  be  neither  an  injury  nor  affront 
to  our  colonies,  K*

X  TUT.CVW,  who  is  acciifiomed  to  be  near  the  fire,  had  th^ 
\  charge  of  head-cook,  and  w'as  afiifled  hv  the  Cvrlons.  whom 


\  charge  of  head-cook,  and  w'as  afiifled  by  the  Cyclops,  whom 
he  hail  brought  with  him  ;  he  was  a  pleafant  fpe<5lacle  in  hiS 
gieen  waillcoai,  his  white  apron,  and  black  night-cap  coming 
down  orcr  !iis  ears,  'fhe  firll  mefs  they  prepared  was  ambrofiii 
which  they  difgnifed  many  ways,  bccanfe  that  food,  which  is  ve¬ 
ry  romiTion  with  the  gods,  was  not  of  any  delicacy  when  drefled 
after  the  ufail  manner.  Vulcan  made  fome  into  broth,  ftewcd 
fnme.  fried  fome,  fomc  he  drclfctl  hotchpotch  W'ays,  and  fome  hc 
iiirp)ied  like  oat  cakes:  But  all  tliis  being  not  fufiicient,  he  repre* 


liiatd  to  Jupiter,  that,  feting  he  was  refolved  to  make  a  folemn 


banquet| 
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banquet,  there  mud  be  other  meats  provided,  Jupiter  giving  hint 
a  coininilhon  to  provide  what  he  thought  pniper,  he  ordered  Pla. 
to  to  be  called,  and  fome  other  plitlolophers,  whom  he  had  pur- 
jiofely  lent  for  out  of  the  Elyfian  fields.  He  commanded  tbent 
to  aliilt  him,  and  make  it  appear  they  were  not  altogetl>er  unpro. 
ti table  in  the  world  as  had  been  often  alledged  againd  them. 
Plato  was  ordered  to  make  ready  the  ideas,  which  luud  needs  be 
very  delicate  food  for  divine  palates  ;  and  another  phikdbpher, 
whofe  tenet  had  ever  been,  that  fouls  were  corporeal,  received  or^ 
(iers  to  take  the  fouls  of  fuch  beads  as  died,  and  efpecially  of  thole 
wliich  were  facrificed,  and  road  them  on  proper  fpits,  or  make 
minced  pies  of  Vm.  This  is  the  mod  folid  nourilhment  of  the 
^ods,  and  they  are  obliged  to  Vulcan,  whole  invention  was  the 
of  their  not  being  lod  :  Yet  Pythagoras,  who  was  employed 
ill  making  the  fauces,  came  all  m  a  fame  to  Vulcan,  and  told  him, 
in  iiuiutainance  of  his  own  doclrine,  that  he  was  to  blame  ;  and 
tliat  thofe  poor  fouls  he  caufed  to  be  inaflTacred,  had  once  lodged 
in  hiinian  bodies,  that  they  ought  to  return  thither  again,  and 
that  the  gods  did  not  delire  to  make  their  food  of  the  fouls  of 
men :  lliu  it  was  to  little  purpofe;  for  the  other  philolbphers  rulh- 
ing  into  the  kitchen,  faid,  that  though  they  were  the  fouls  of 
men  they  made  ready,  yet  they  Ihould  think  themlclves  very  hap* 
py  to  become  the  nourilhment  of  the  body  of  the  gods,  and  to  be 
made  a  part  thereof.  Notwithftanding  all  this,  when  he  faw  the 
neck  of  a  pullet  llruck  off,  he  cried  out  as  loud  as  though  his  own 
throat  had  been  cut  :  Befides,  be  very  much  difiurbed  the  cooks, 
being  delirous  to  beat  his  Numbers  into  their  heads.  He  taught 
them,  that  there  ought  to  be  ten  pieces  in  every  fried  niefs,  that 
it  might  not  be  without  harmony,  and  that  it  might  have  all  itt 
conveniencies  and  proportions  ?  and  if  they  drefjed  any  ambrolia, 
he  inftrudlcd  them  to  difpolc  it  into  three  mefles,  affirming,  that 
that  number  was  the  meafure  of  all  things,  and  that  the  gods  de¬ 
lighted  in  an  uneven  number.  Vulcan,  who  underOood  nothing 
of  this  philofophy,  took  a  ladle  out  of  one  of  the  kettles,  and 
ftriking  him  therewith  with  as  much  fury  and  good-will  as  if  it 
had  been  a  dog  that  had  eaten  a  (houlder  of  mutton,  bid  him  not 
interrupt  him  more,  but  go  and  make  ufe  of  his  arithmetic  in  the 
hall,  and  fee  if  there  were  the  number  of  trenchers  and  chairs 
that  were  wanting.  What  angered  this  niafter-cook  the  more 
'vas,  that,  in  making  towards  him,  he  had,  with  his  crooked  leg, 
overturned  a  mefs  of  ambroHa,  which  .had  been  let  on  the  hearth 
to  keep  warm ;  fo  that  he  repented  he  had  not  made  minc’d  meat 
of  the  phllolbpher,  as  he  had  done  of  the  fouls  of  beads  ••  When 
bis  anger  was  a  little  over,  confidering,  that  what  was  prepared

•  Vulcan  was  the  fitted  for  the  kitchen,  at  being  always  neareft  the  fire,  at  Py¬ 
thagoras  was  for  the  fauces,  becaufe  he  was  bed  acc^nainted  with  berbt  and  fruits; 
tho'  thU  fufSciently  expofes  the  ridiculous  tencu  ot  fcTcral  other  famous  pbilofo- 

fliers. 
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would  not  be  fuflicient  for  fo  great  an  afleiiibly  of  the  gods, 
ibiind  means  to  drefs  them  another  moll  exquifite  dilli,  but  was 
obliged  firtl  to  propole  it  to  Jupiter,  without  whole  permillion  he 
could  do  nothiiig.  He  wailed  on  him,  and  told  him,  that,  among 
the  celcdial  iMnlics,  there  were  many  living  creatures  which  were 
wholly  nfelefs  there,  and  that  there  would  never  happen  a  better 
opportunity  to  cat  them  than  the  prefent.  -  Jupiter  would  not 
give  his  coufent  ;  fo  that  Vulcan  was  oldiged  to  fpeak  to  this  ef. 
fec^  :  “  iNIay  it  pleafeyour  inajclly,  it  is  a  long  time  lince  you  made 
an  entertainment  ;  and  they  fiy,  that  no  fealt  is  like  that  of  a  mi. 
fer’s  ;  it  is  not  to  your  credit  to  be  at  the  expente  of  a  finall  mat- 
t<T.  Mortals  will  not  Ihcw  you  the  reverence  they  do,  if  it  Ihould 
c(»inc  to  their  knowledge  that  you  keep  no  better  cheer  than  they, 
1^0  not  you  ohferve  how  they  kill  the  healls  they  have  on  earth 
for  their  nourilhincnt  ?  Why  will  nut  you  do  the  like  by  thofc 
volt  have  in  the  Iky  f  V* 

|upiicr,  overcome  by  the  reafons  of  his  fon,  bid  him  fend  his 
Cyclops,  to  take  down  all  the  ligns  that  were  good  provilioiis.* 
'i'he  hulinefs  was  as  foon  done  as  fpoken  ;  fo  Bronius,  Pyragmon, 
and  fomc  others  of  the  fcullions,  brought  away  the  hare,  the  fwan, 
the  dolphin,  the  whale,  the  ram,  the  bull,  the  crab,  and  the 
filhes  ;  all  which  they  made  ready  in  divers  (hapes  :  Nay,  they 
did  not  fpiirc  the  lion,  the  bear,  the  icorpion,  nor  the  wolf,  and 
foinc  other  heads,  vvhofe  ilelli  was  thought  foniewhat  hard  and  in- 
di'iclliblc,  which  was  thought  to  he  the  dog  ;  for  Vulcan  affirm¬ 
ed  they  were  already  half-baked,  becaufe  they  had  been  fo  long 
fallened  to  the  liars. 

In  the  mean  time  while  the  meat  was  thus  making  ready,  Juno 
and  Iris  made  it  their  hiirmefs  to  accommodate  thofc  within  doors, 
n  he  palace  was  built  of  trifled  clouds,  and  the  walls  were  ena¬ 
melled  with  fuch  a  divcrlity  of  colours,  that  they  defied  all  tapi* 
llry.  d'lu'ie  wanted  nothing  hut  the  fwceping  of  the  floor,  where¬ 
in  thole  goddcllcs  were  lomewhai  at  a  lots  for  a  broom.  In  their 
trouble  in  comes  /Loins,  with  a  great  buiicli  of  keys  at  his  girdl^. 
lie  had  loi  ked  all  the  winds  within  their  caves,  except  the  ze- 
phlr,  which,  as  his  minion,  went  always  with  him,  and  brought 
up  his  train.

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fntertain  the  tompany,  and  prefently  after  entered  Ceres,  who 
cA\\(ci\  to  be  brought  in  as  good  bread  as  ever  was  baked;  and,  af- 
tn  hcr,  Bacchus  and  Pan,  vviih  the  fatyrs,  who  were  laden  with' 
bottles,  which  they  difcharged  themfelves  of  near  the  fide-table. 
Silt  nus,  who  followed  them,  was  the  butler,  and  was  already  fo 
drunk,  that  it  vvas  thought  by  all  that  he  could  not  drink  any 
more  ;  he  (tumbled  fo  often,  as  though  his  legs  had  been  made  of 
a  tough,  that  they  gave  him  a  chair,  which  came  in  good  time 
for  liiiii  to  relt  his  paunch  in,  which  was  fwollen  like  the  fail  of  a 
ihio  in  a  full  wind.  While  Ceres,  Bacchus,  and  all  the  gods  of 
tilt*  lickis  were  paying  their  compliments,  Pluto  came  in  with  his 
wile,  who,  fince  her  going  to  hell,  was  grown  fo  fottifh,  that  (he 
bid  forgotten  all  manner  of  civility  and  compliment,  having  there 
If.uiied  to  drink  gin,  ai>d  other  ftrong  waters  :  She  made  a  cour* 
tt  r>  to  the  company,  and,  with  a  ruftic  fimplicity,  came  and  fpoke 
to  jupiterto  this  effect  :  We  mull  conlefs,  indeed,  father,  you 
do  IIS  a  great  favour,  to  invite  us  to  fupper  here  ;  we  were  fad  e- 
noiuli  at  home  :  when  we  were  got  into  our  chariot  to  come  out 
of  iiell,  our  cfog  came  and  leaped  upon  me,  and  did  fo  lick  and 
kils  111)  cheeks  with  his  three  longues,  that  1  could  hardly  part 
uiib  him.  1  thought  once  to  have  brought  him  with  me;  he 
Would  have  done  you  fome  fervice  in  turning  the  fpit  ;  and  thea 
you  caimot  think  what  a  pretty  cur  he  is  1  he  dances  on  his  hind 
k*(M,  and  fetches  any  thing  you  call  from  you.^*'  You  have  done 
j  imicli  better  to  leave  him  behind  you,  daughter,  replied  Jupiter; 

I  fur,  beiides  that  he  not  being  a  dog  to  be  carried  in  one^s  lleeve, 
Nve  iiave  others  here  whom  he  might  have  bitten  with  his  (lx 
r.uiks  of  jaws.  Do  not  you  know  well  that  we  have  here  a  dog 
-nnoii'r  iiie  (lars  ?  It  is  he  that  picks  the  bones  of  the  celeftiai 
bmls  which  are  foinetimcs  eaten  at  our  table  ;  and  as  for  youPs, 
li*?  Iliould  only  pick  the  bones  of  dead  men.  But  how  comes  it  you 
Inre  not  brought  my  fm  Minos  with  you  If  we  fliould  have 

I  •  ight  him,  anfwered  Pluto,  alTuming  the  difeourfe,  the  two  o- 
tiuM  jiulges  and  the  delllnies,  the  furies  and  Charon,  would  have 
come  like  wife  ;  and,  in  the  mean  lime,  you  know  they  cannot  quit 
fu  ir  cinployinents  for  a  moment,  without  a  defigii  of  deftroying 
:-ll  nunkind.’’ 

As  Pluto  ended  this^remonftrance,  the  arrival  of  Mars  dazzled 
f 'e  airemblv  with  the  glittering  of  his  armour.  His  mudachoes 
"cre  turned  like  the  guard  of  a  poignard,  that  (b  it  might  feeni 
bis  very  lace  was  armed  ;  and  his  eyes  were  fiery  as  thofe  of  a  liou 

a  fury  ;  yet  was  there  nothinc;  but  what  was  honourable  in  his 
1 'biiations  to  Jupiter  and  the  reft  ;  and  Venus  then  entering  the 
bill,  he  who  fpoke  of  nothing  but  vanquilhing  others,  confefled 
blink  If  overcome  :  She  was  attended  by  her  (bn  and  the  three 
b‘*ucs,  who  had  fpent  the  whole  day  in  drclling  her.  After  her 
value  in  Pallas,  who,  in  the  midd  of  her  gravity,  haxl  'fome  (ea- 
^  which  rendered  her  amiable  :  And  then  came  the  Moon, 

and 
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and  her  brother  the  Sun,  who  ha\ing  retained  fome  of  hii  beiau 
about  his  head,  fuflicienily  enlightened  the  place:  He  was  fo  com. 
plimental  as  to  falute  the  ladies  one  after  the  other  ;  but,  as  be 
approached  Juno,  (lie  darted  back,  feeling  the  heat  of  his  mufU. 
chocs,  which  began  to  burn  her  check.  Jupiter  perceiving  it,  toU 
him  he  was  to  blame  that  he  had  not  bathed  his  chin  in-  cold  wa¬ 
ter  when  he  laid  alide  bis  lire.  You  do  not  c<»nlider  that  I  wa$ 
in  fiich  haUe  to  come  hither,  replies  Phoebus,  that  I  had  not  lei. 
fure  to  cafl  rnyfelf  in  the  fea,  w'here  my  fair  hoftefs  Arnphitrite 
every  night  prepares  me  a  bath  ;  llie  entertains  me  there  at  miM 
hod’s  table:  I  am  afraid  die  will  make  me  pay  for  to-day,  though 
1  flip  not  with  her. 

While  he  faid  this,  Neptune,  Amphitrite,  Palemon,  and  many 
other  fea-divinitics  arrived,  w'ho  told  him,  that  he  w^as  not  fb  ri* 
goroiifly  dealt  with  as  he  u’ould  make  his  brother  gods  believe, 
and  that  he  had  his  lodging  very  cheap.  Their  difpute  was  not 
heard,  becaiife  Sai-urn,  Janus,  and  the  other  ancient  gods  came  in 
at  the  fame  lime,  whom  they  were  bufy  on  all  fides  to  receive, 
n'here  was  only  Juno  who  was  difpleafed  at  their  coining:  When 
file  faw  Janus  with  his  t.vo  faces,  die  cried  out  to  her  liufband, 
Did  J  not  tell  you  that  you  would  ruin  yourfelf :  You  counted 
bill  one  perfon  in  attendance  to  your  father,  and  behold  theie  are 
two.  This  glutton  Janus  hath  two  great  faces,  and  two  huge 
mouths,  which  can  each  of  them  devour  as  much  meat  as  fourj: 
•1  am  refolvcd  he  Ihall  not  be  entertained  here  ;  he  fliall  not  lit 
at  our  table,  for  he  will  Itarve  all  the  reft.  I>et  him  go  to  the 
gate,  it  is  his  ordinary  charge  to  keep  it.  Abis  !  what  do  yoo 
trouble  yoiiiftlf  for?  fays  Jupiter:  What  will  my  father  fay, 
when  he  hears  you  will  notallow  him  to  bring  along  with  him  one 
whom  he  makes  fo  much  of?  Coniider,  that  though  Janus  bath 
two  mouths,  yet  he  liath  but  one  belly  and  two- hands  ;  fo  that 
he  can  eat  no  more  than  any'  of  ihe  reft,  and  his  body'  can  contaia 
no  more  than  what  is  realonable  :  The  mouth  which  he  hath 
hind,  lcT\es  him  for  no  other  pur]K)fe  than  to  draw  in  the  breath 
which  comes  in  that  way  :  And  1  ninft  tell  you  hcfides,  that  he 
may  be  of  great  ufe  at  the  table,  feeing  that,  out  of  refpeeft  to  Sa¬ 
turn,  he  mull  be  admitted  ;  for,  now  I  think  on  it,  he  mud  be 
]'l.irrd  towards  the  fide-tahle,  that  with  his  hinder  eyes  he  nwy 
l(Mik  to  the  wine,  which  this  doting  Sileinis  will  not  hulband  ft 
sm  U,  and  fo  hindcT  thefe  drunken  latyrs,  who  are  to  wait,  front 
•h  iuking  it  all.  As  for  the  office  of  porter,  do  not  trouble  yoiu^ 
ft  !•',  tor  1  have  given  it  the  Sagitary  of  the  zocliick. 

NVbile  Jupit»*r  was  giving  his  wife  ihcfc  eonfdations,  the  gods 
’•'  ere  making  fpori  with  Janus,  who,  to  make  it  appear  to  them, 
th.ii  there  was  nothing  to  be  found  fault  with  as  to  his  perfon, 
wtnt  and  kiifed  Venus  with  his  mouth  behind,  and  his  liaodi 
dra  Aing  to  him  one  of  the  graces,  kilfed  her  with  his  mouth  be¬ 
fore.  There’s  a  wag,  fays  Phoebus,  lie  Ihould  have  two  wive*;  h« 
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liaili  this  advantage  over  us,  tliat  he  can  kifs  tfvo  at  once  :  But 
YOU  may  Tay  as  wpll,  fays  the  fubtle  Prometheus,  that  he  may,  at 
the  fame  time,  receive  four  boxes  on  the  ear. 

Ill  the  iiiidil  of  this  jefting,  Aurora,  the  Mufes,  and  fome  others 
arrived,  I’o  that  there  was  u  great  noife  of  chariots,  and  neighing 
of  horfes  at  the  palace  gate.  Jupiter  feeing  all  the  guefts  were 
come,  gave  orders  that  the  banquet  fhould  be  ferved  up.  The 
Sun  and  his  fifler  had  light  enough  about  them  to  chafe  away 
the  ohfeurity  of  the  hall  ;  however,  to  obferve  order  and  decency, 
they  fillcncd  to  the  walls  certain  plates  of  gold,  which,  indead 
of  loiclics,  had  arms  of  filver,  and  at  the  hands  thereof  there 
Nveie  fo  many  ftars  nailed. 

llcrcnpon  Mercury,  who  was  the  clerk  of  the  kitchen,  enters 
Nviih  the  fawns  and  the  falyrs,  who'brouglit  up  the  ineflcs,  and 
which  he  difpofed  on  the  table.  Jupiter,  Saturn,  Pluto,  Neptune, 
Juno,  Venus,  and  the  reft  of  the  company,  having  vvafticd  their 
hands  in  the  water  of  Eiidanus,  fat  them  down  without  any  dif- 
p'jre,  every  one  according  to  their  quality.  The  king  of  the 
according  to  the  cuftom  of  all  great  princes,  had  his  phyfi* 
an  on  the  one  llde,  and  his  jefter  on  the  other  ;  and  thofe  were 
yEfculapiiis  j  aud  Momus  ;  the  one  whereof  was  there  to  overftc 
what  meals  were  proper  to  be  eaten;  and  the  other  to  carp  at  the 
aUiuns  and  words  of  the  prefcnce.  The  firft:  attack  Momus  made 
N\as  at  his  inaftcr,  telling  him,  that  he  knew  not  the  reafon  why 
lie  had  not  invited  Difeord  to  his  banquet,  no  more  than  he  had 
done  to  the  iiiariiage  of  Thetis,  and  therefore  he  muft  expetft  (he 
Nvonhl  come  and  fow  fome  diftenfton,  which  would  very  much  in- 
(nrnnn>de  the  feaft  ;  and  that  there  is  not  nowon  mount  Ida  any 
liicphcrd  capable  of  deciding  the  differences  of  the  divinities. 

Jupiter  anfwered  Momus,  that  he  had  well  confidered  what  he 
had  (aid,  and  that  he  had  already  given  orders  that  their  enjoy¬ 
ments  (liould  not  be  interrupted  ;  and,  if  he  had  not  invited  Dif^ 
cord,  nor  the  Furies,  Famine,  Knvy,  Sadnefs,  and  Poverty,  whole 
company  is  very  unpleafant,  he  would  fend  them  each  their  mefs^ 
lo  that  they  might  not  grumble. 

While  this  pafted,  the  greateft  part  of  the  gods  took  bread  ; 
Saturn  cut  it  with  his  feythe,  Bacchus  with  his  pruning-hook, 
with  lis  fcyineter,  and  divers  of  the  reft  with  Ceres^s  fickle, 
'vhich  Hie  lent  them  ;  And  as  for  meat,  Neptune  dipped  for  it, 
hive  an  honeft  tar,  with  his  trident,  Pluto  with  his  feeptre,  which 

made  in  the  faftnon  of  a  fork,  Venus  with  the  point  of  her  (bn^s 
^ ‘rt,  and  the  daughter  of  Latona  would  needs  be  doing  with  the 
i'oi’.u  ot  her  javelin,  and  Pallas  with  the  top  of  her  launce  :  For 
never  withonc  their  arms,  no  not  even  when  they  arc 
atiaMe,  becaufe,  if  they  had  them  not  about  them,  they  could  not 
he  diilinguifhed.  As  for  example,  if  you  fee  a  pieflure  or  ftacue  of

i  The  j»odx  have  need  •f  phydciaDS  as  Vfll  as  mortals,  if,  as  lloipor  afHimSi 
:uay  Lc  Micr  hurt  or  fick.  .  ‘  ^  f  f 
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JVlercnry,  how  will  you  know  it  is  him,  if  he  has  not  his  cadncetiSi 
his  fl\inj5  hat  and  Ihoes  ?  It  behoved  them  to  have  about  them 
the  marks  of  their  divinity  ;  as  Jupiter,  who  had  his  thunderbolt, 
which  his  eagle  held  in  his  beak  clofe  by  him  ;  yet  he  thought  it 
not  fo  gemeel  to  let  the  gods  cut  bread  with  their  arms  ;  for 
turn,  in  uring  his  great  fey  the,  had  already  faluted  his  gollip  Ja* 
nus  on  the  j.iw-bone  with  the  handle  of  it,  and  had  made  ;hb 
nioiitii  bloody.  Mercury  was  much  blamed,  for  not  having  given 
orders  for  knives  and  forks  at  the  table,  fo  that  he  was  obliged  to 
go  directly,  and  aik  for  fome  of  Vulcan’s  men  (who  were  left  at 
work) ;  they  had  enough,  lo  he  returned  iuiniediately,  and  furiiilh* 
ed  all  the  company.  [Yo  Cofithiued,]

II'  old  people  were  always  as  wife  as  they  generally  pretend  to 
he,  they  would  never  lay  theinfelves  open  lo  the  raillery  and 
ridicule  of  young  ones,  by  the  comini/Iion  of  follies  and  abfurdities 
whicli  can  only  in  young  folks  be  pardoned.  When  a  man,  far 
advanced  in  years,  prefumes  to  make  love  to  a  blooming  girl  in  the. 
prime  of  life,  he  becomes  a  fair  mark  for  a  Foote  ;  and  if  he  ren¬ 
tiers  hinilelf  notorioiilly  conicmplible  by  his  amorous  fooleries,  he 
deferves  to  he  pointed  out  as  an  object  at  once  to  be  loathed  and 
hill  billed  at.

Mr  Snow,  never  having  feen  his  niece  with  fo  alarming  a  face 
on  liis  account,  could  not  help  being  defirous  to  know  what  fiie 
iiul  to  clilllofe,  and  put  himfelf  inllantly  into  a  liftening  attitude, 

Mifs  Hooper  then  acquainted  him  with  what  (he.had  heard  from 
a  iViuiul  of  unqiieflionable  veracity,  concerning  the  lady  whom  he 
was  '^oiiig  to  marry,  which  would  have  dcteired  many  a  man  in  her 
uncle's  litustion  from  having  any.  connections  with  her;  but  Mi* 
Snow  was  too  much  in  love  to  bear  reafon:  he,  therefore,  without 
paj^i.ig  the  leaft  regard  to  his  niece's  intelligence,  boldly  plunged 
into  matrimony  the  next  day, 

Mifs  Hooper  vvas  extremely  unwilling  to  be  prefent  at  the  cere- 
nmny ;  but  as  file  depended  entirely  on  her  uncle,  and  as  he  had 
hren  very  indulgent  to  her,  (he  did  not  think  it  prudeut  to  incenle 
him  againfl  her,  by  refufing  his  rcqucfl.

fnvd  txyo  inllances  difproving  his  alfertions,  I  mean  the  cafe  of  the 
hivalid,  tried  for  killing  a  day-l  »boui  er  of  lord  Abercorn’s,  and  that 
C)jt*  Haw'kins  for  the  murder  of  a  butcher.  Both  thefc  happened 
within  ihefe  three  years  ;  in  both  cafes  it  was  clear  the  pannelt 
bereaved  ihefe  perfoiis  of  their  lives,  and  in  both  cafes  they  were 
^jlbiUied* 

Xhe  l»w  of  this  country  makes  the  greated  difference  betw^een 
iviljul  murdefy  and  that  where  one  man  kills  another  by. 

i^siiidefity  and  ivithout  rejledion.  This,  however,  Mr  Britannicua 

at  lead  pretends  to  ignorant  of,  and  therefore  accufes  the 
Viw  of  cruelty. 

The  particular  cafe  alluded  to  has  certainly  had  as  able  protec 
\o»s  on  both  fides  as  this  country  could  produce.  Every  argument 
that  could  be  of  fervice  was  ufed  ;  and,  I  am  afraid,  that  the  cau(c 
of  iMr  Campbell  would  have  profiled  very  little  by  his  prefent 
friend’s  affidauce. 

It  is  laid,  that  if  lord  Eglinton  had  committed  the  crime,  he 
would  have  been  tried  by  the  peers  of  Great  Britain,  and  only 
found  guilty  of  manllaughtcr.  This  is  by  no  means  clear.  JVIr 
Caippbell  has  been  tried  bv  his  peers,  and  found  guilty:  Of  what? 

Of  murder. - Had  lord  Eglinton  killed  Mr  Campbell,  he  would 

have  been  tiled  by  bis  peers,  aud,  if  guilty,  would  undoubtedly 
have  had  the  fame  fate. 

I  too  feel  for  the  unfortunate  Mr  Campbell ;  but  my  opinion  of 
l.is  conduOl  ai  the  lad  perio<l  of  his  life,  is  very  different  from  that 
of  Biilaimicus. — He  talks  of  fiiame  and  difgrace  ;  but  what  mow 
effeclnal  i.uetbod  could  this  unhappy  man  take,  to  entail  fhame 
and  infamy  on  his  own  head,  than  he  acTtually  has  done  ?  Surely 
none,  I'he  lenience  of  the  law  was  pad  againd  him:  it  was  then 
pad  time  to.  fay  whether  judlv  or  not  ;  and  all  that  was  left  f^Hf 
liiin  was  to  endeavour  to  convince  the  world  of  his  innocence,  by 
lhov\ing  that  he  cstuld  die  lik^  a  inan^  The  reverfe  of  this,  how¬ 
ever  is  I  he  cafe,  w  hich,  to  me,  is  the  fared  fign  of  guilt.

T  he  lefolute  manner  in  which  Mr  Campbell  all  along  behaved, 
gave  Khq  grcalcd  rcafon  lo  expect  what  actually  happened  ;  If  f<V 
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JqUSPICION  is  the  fruit  of  a  bad  confcience,  aiid  thif  effeA  bf 
|t)^  appreheniiuns  ltd  a  man  (hould  be  paid  in  the  fame  coin 

I  gives  to  others.  The  robber  fancies  every  man  is  a  thief ;  and 
iioiiiliii;  but  a  bad  heart  can  induce  one  haftily  to  form  an  unfa* 
vour.ible  opinion  of  another.  Knvy  and  fufpicion  have  almoft  a 
(iiiiilar  eil'ecft;  as  the  firil  devours  its  malter^  fo  the  latter  occafioni 
him  incelfant  uneahnefs. 

'['he  (afpicious  man  is  not  lefs  a  burden  to  others  than  to  hith* 
felt,  whillt  he  is  a  perpetual  obltacle  to'  the  plealure  of  fbcial  in* 
teicourre.  He  does  not  ill  refemble  a  ferocious  animal^  who  biteil 
ihul'e  who  carefs  him.  We  may  more  effectually  guard  againd 
aiw  cliarac^ter  than  that  of  a  fufpicious  man*  there  are  no  terms 
to  be  kept  with  him.  A  perfon  of  feutiment  is  feldom  troubled 
wiih  this  tliforder,  the  villain  only  explains  every  thing  to  his  dil* 
advaniage  ;  he  is  offended  every  moment^  without  any  offence  be* 
log  intended,  as  he  is  confeious  that  he  deferves  infult.  -A  matt 
of  confined  ideas,  who  is  not  fufpicious,  is  much  preferable  to'  the 
grcaiell  genius  on  earth,  if  infedted  with  this  malady.  The  firff 
is  fiiisticd  upon  reafunable  terms,  the  other  b  conflantly  miferable 
without  a  caufe. 

Lncius  is  a  man  of  wit  and  learning,  he  has  read  and  profited 
hy  his  application  ;  but  his  natural  farcaflic  turn  makes  him  a  dif^ 
i^greeable  companion  :  he  (ladies  the  foibles  of  all  his  acc]uaintance^ 
^aiul  never  I’pares  them  in  their  abfence,  upon  a  fuppoiition  that 
they  are  equally  fevere  u|>on  him.  He  never  does  a  good  office 
to  any  one,  as  he  expeCls  to  be  requitted  by  ingratitude  j  and  he 
never  relieves  the  diiirefled,  becaule  he  can  difeern  impofliire  im- 
the  cloak  of  mifery.

]>icci()us  fccreis  of  the  heart,  and  renders  the  bilious  man  ridicui* 
li'js  by  his  extravagant  menaces.  .How  many  people  have  paffed 
the  remainder  of  their  days  fruitlefsly,  regretting  the  misfortune  of 
bavisiT  been  carried  aw'ay  by  paffioii  for  a  few  moments! 

The  Iriendfhip  of  a  man  fubjeeft  to  paflion  is  a  burden  to  worthy 
;  and  his  company  is  a  labyrinth -from  whence  it  is  much 
iii  Dre  difikult  to  retire  than  to  enter.  The  partition  is  very  thin 
leiween  choler  and  rage;  and  the  paffionate  man,  and  the  mad* 
linn,  are  equally  intitled  to  a  place  in  Bedlam. 

1  holer  deprives  a  man  of  the  ufe  of  his  fenfe,  knowledge  and 
J  >  igincnt;  and  blinds  him  fo  much,  that  he  does  not  perceive  ihc 
I'criis  and  dangers  before  him..  It  Ihuts  his  ears  in  fuch  a  nianner, 
thu  he  cannot  hear  reafon; .  and- makes  him  utter  fuch  cxprelTiona 
lie  may  repent  the  reft  of  his  life,

A  certain  courtier  was  of  fuch  a  paflion  ate  difpofition,  that- he- 
tlrew  his  fword  in  his  king's  prefence,  and,  after  having  broke  it, 
^Hrew  it  at  bis  fovereign's  feet,  fwearing  he  would  never  ufe  it  a- 
e  lin  ill  his  defence.  It  is  true  that  prince  fmiled  at  the  extrava- 
iivince  of  his  fubjecl ;  but  he  immediately  deprived  him  of  all  his 
employments,  and  fent  him  to  prifon,  where  he  had  lime  to  re- 
and  lament  his-folly  ten  or.foiirteen  years;  and  from  wtotnee

A  partionate  man.is  conftantly  giving  advantage  tothofe  whoare 
inclined  to  prejudice  him  ;  and  his  foes  are  thereby  more  eafily 
enabled  to  ruin  him.

A  celebrated  writer  has  defined  choler 
in  thefe  words ;  It  is  n  faiiioits  turfi  of  mind,  •winch  dejiroys  the 
hciilth,  divcjls  us  of  friends  and  fortune,  gialifies  the  malignity  of 
our  enemies,  and  reduces  us  to  a  level  ivith  the  brute  creation.  It 
mull  indeed  be  acknowledged,  that  a  brave  'man  does  not  fear  the 
fury  of  a  paflionaie  antagonid  ;  and  a  coward  is  terrified  without 
it.  ' 

I  hope  my  good-natured  acquaintance,  w  ho  are  rather  paflion-  j 
ate,  will  have  indulgence  enough  to  forgive  my  drawing  their  | 
pictures  fo  much  at  length,  as  I  mean  them  no  harm  ;  but  could 
with,  upon  difcoveriiig  their  ovvn  features  in  this  mirror,  they  would 
for  the  future  refolve  never  to  contract  their  brows  again  fb  greatly

after  fupper,  when  the  doors  were  ihuc^ 
'J'his  another  critical  ohjetflion,  which^'

It  is 
abfolutcly  iinpofltble;  and  therefore  it  is 
impoffible  to  pronounce  a  verdidf  to  the  con¬ 
trary,  The  evidence  of  Menager,  there¬ 
fore,  proves  the  deliverv  materially  and 
fiibiUntially  juR  as  it  is  related  by  the 
witiieffes  in  England.  1  never  coaid  nor 
ever  Hiall  be  able  to  get  rid  of  tho  ftroog 
impreihoiu  thefe  extraordinary  circum- 
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ftances  made  upon  me;  keeping  this  in 
view,  1  can  ealily  get  rid  of  alt  minute 
objctTions.  1  can  make  allowance  for  a 
tUourand  liitic  circuinllancrs.

TheTc  things  en¬ 
gaged  me  to  look  a  little  into  the  Hate 
of  Sir  John's  iinances  at  that  time;  and 
this  oave  me  n  faiisf.4ctorv  anfwer  to 
thefe,  and  other  grand  diiticulties  that 
aic  to  he  f«»nnd  in  this  caul'c — I  find  Sir 
John  had  Itixtchcd  his  credit  to  the  tit- 
moll  at  Aix-  When  he  went  to  Rheims, 
he  had  only  a  credit  for  7f  !•  or  therea¬ 
bout  It  appears  by  a  letter  produced, 
that  lady  W'igton  bad  ni;>de  a  prefling 
ilcmatid  on  Sir  John  for  hfty  lonifd'orcs 
Ihc  h.id  lent  him.  Several  letters  palfed 
€»n  this  occalion.  In  her  laH  letter  llie 
tcllt  him  Ibe  is  on  her  journey  to  Khci:rs, 
and  cxpcx'ts  tl'ic  money.  So  low  at  lalt 
t.T  be  reduced,  as  to  be  forced  to  draw  a 
Idil  for  a  quarter  of  Lady  Jane’s  penfion, 
though  not  clue.  .So  far  from  abounding 
an  ri«  bes,  it  .appears  be  had  jult  enough 
to  Keep  iliriti  trom  ttarving.

••  That  an  inconceivably  fmall  ^tiaa. 
tity  of  the  infections  matter  it  capabU 
of  rtimmooicat ing  the  difeafe. 

**  f  hat  this  infecTion  is  applied  ta 
every  kind  of  niatter  that  is  brought 
near  to'tlie  tlifeafcd  cattle,  and  particu. 
larly  to  the  clothes  which  incu  Cuimnon- 
ly  wear. 

*•  That  this  infedtion  thus  applied  ta 
clothes,  ^c.  adh  res  to  them  very  tena- 
t'ioiiny  lor  a  long  time,  and,  fo  adhering 
to  them,  may  b?  carried  to  a  very  great 
diliance  in  a  condition  to  communicate 
the  difeafe. 

That  this  infciflion  is  not  only  car¬ 
ried  in  the  clothes,  arid  other  matters 
firft  infeefted  by  the  effluvia  of  the  dif. 
c.ircd  beaft;  but  it  is  alfo  probable,  that 
it  may  pafs  from  the  matters  firft  ia. 
feoied  to  others  which  come  in  contatft 
wirh  them,  as  from  the  clothes  of  one 
peiTon  to  thofe  of  another;  and  thni  it 
is,  that  the  vlifcafe  is  often  fpread  in  at 
indircernible,  and  i'ceiiiingly  uuaccount- 
ablc,  manner.  , 

**  All  ihcfe  facYs  arc  very  well  koowa 
to  phyfic'ians.  from  the  hiftory  of  the 
plague,  and  ocher  contagious  difeafes  a- 
mnng  men;  nnd  there  can  be  no  doubt 
of  the  fame  taking  place  alfo  in  the  con¬ 
tagions  among  brutes.  But  from  the 
laft  mentioned  fact  it  will  appear,  that 
it  is  not  only  m  ccirary  the  perfons  who 
have  attended  the  infected  ihotild  not  in 
the  fame  clothes  go  near  the  found 
cattle  ;  but  alfo,  that  thofe  perfoni 
llinuld  not  in  the  fame  clothes  go.  near 
to  other  perfons  who  may  foon  after 
have  ercafion  to  go  near  to  found  cattle* 

When  it  is  c'oufidered,  that,  as  fooa 
as  the  difeafe  has  prevailed  to  any  de¬ 
gree,  a  great  number  of  perfons  rauft  be 
concerned  in  attending  the  infetfted 
cattle,  and  thtfe,  though  they  do  net  ga 
near  to  found  cattle,  iniift  have  a  coSB- 
munication  with  many  perfons  who  may 
fuon  have  nccalioii  to  go  near  the  faioe» 
it  will  anpe.ir  that  the  difeafe  may  fool 
be  widely  fpread,  and  that  it  muR  be  a 
diiTiculi  matter  to  prcvetit  its  fpreadiog 
in  this  way:  Jt  wdll  indeed  require* 
very  fcrupulous  atieniion;  but  it  i* 
hoped  it  may  be  done  by  the  follourilg 
nuafores:  , 

“  When  vny  town,  village  or  dlftritft* 
in  which  there  are  a  cunliderable  num* 
her  of  horned  cattle,  happens  lo  b«  ri- 
l;ted  by  this  difeafe,  the  firft  care  oughf 
to  be,  that  as  few  perfons  as  poffible  bl 
concerned  in  attending  the  infcdled 
cattle;  and,  for  this  parpofe,  a  fufiicieo* 
liuubcr  ol  uica  fiiould  be  fet  apart 

pcriurflitBt 
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•Prformin?  the  %vholc  hufinefs  ntceflary 
with  retrara  to  the  difeafed  eatile,  as 
the  killing  them,  the  O  ilhing  their  hides, 
the  burving  them,  the  burning  the  in- 

lecica  bay.  iiraw,  litter,  or  other  mfcc- 
tc.l  nutters,  the  burying  the.  dnng,  and 
pinitymg  the  Infixed  cow-houfeS,  &c. 

^  ••  It  will  be  convenient  to  chufe  for 
this  pnrpole  batchclors,  or  men  without 
fa.nilits,  and  by  every  means  to  take 
cue  that  they  have  as  little  communi- 
c-tion  as  poilible  with  any  other  perfoiis. 

<•  It  will  he  particularly  proper,  that 
thrfe  men  have  a  complete  let  of  ap¬ 
parel  in  which  they  may  perform  every 
pirt  of  the  bulinels  above-mentioned; 
iid  thev  are  to  be  Ikridtly  charged, 
t'lat,  while  they  are  clothed  in  any  part 
efthis  apparel,  they  avoid  all  near  com- 
rniiucati  <M,  and  more  efpecially  con¬ 
tact,  with  any  perfons,  or  with  any 
thing  lint  may  afterwards  he  carried 
rear  to  found  cattle,  or  to  which  tlicfe 
nuy  come  near. 

‘•It’ it  (hall  be  found,  that  the  perfons 
employed  as  above,  muft  unavoidably 
have  loine  communication  with  other 
I>nr,.ns  It  will  be  iieccflTary  that  they 
be  provided  with  other  apparel  to  be 
fiiipioycd  in  I'uch  communication ;  and, 
ill  ilut  cafe,  they  are  to  take  care  that 
no  contact  be  admitted  between  the  two 
frts  of  apparel  thus  defigned  for  diffe¬ 
rent  purpofes. 

"  When  thrfe  men  are  thus  eftahlifli- 
cd,  care  mult  be  taken  that  no  other 
porfons,  up«m  any  pretence  whatever,  be 
allowed  to  go  near  to  the  infected  cattle, 
to  enter  the  huufes  where  they  are,  or 
b  tve  lately  been,  or  to  attend  the  per- 
fornunce  of  any  of  the  buiinefs  necciTary 
with  regard  to  them* 

“  If  it  lliall  happen,  that  any  perfon, 
before  knowing  of  a  bead's  being  infec¬ 
ted,  Iball  have  had  foine  communication 
with  fuch  bead,  care  ihould  be  taken,  tS 
f'OM  as  this  is  known,  that  the  perfon 
ft'Mild  put  of  their  whole  apparel,  to  be 
fiibjectcd  immediately  to  a  proper  puri- 
Hc.il  ion. 

**  As  it  has  been  found  that  dogs  may 
tarry  this  infection,  care  mud  be  taken 
that  ilicfe  aulmals  be  kept  from  coming 
ti<?ar  the  infected,  and  much  more.  If 
they  do  fo,  that  they  be  kept  from  going 
■ear  the  lonnd  cattle. 

“  When  an  iiil'ecled  bead  is  to  be 
Sirriwd  to  any  didnnee  to  be  killed  and 
boried,  caic  Ihonid  be  taken  to  mnffle  it 
j‘*  tb*t  neither  its  breath  be  blown,  nor 
ui  llciver  fail  up<in  the  ground;  and  if, 
by  the  wjy,  any  p.irt  of  its  ordure  fall 
upon  the  groniid,  it  ought  !•  be  imme- 
•i4iely  hutied  decp:  ,4>i<i  all  Uiefe  pre- 


cantions  are  neceffary  to  prevent  men  or 
animals,  coming  to  thefc  places,  from 
contrat^ing  the  infetftion*  ' 

wWhen  an-infedled  bead  isfo  weakeiw^ 
ed  by  the  difeafe  chat  it  cannot  be  led 
ont,  or  that  it  has  died  in  the  cow  honfe, 
and  in  either  cafe  is  to  be  carried  ont» 
this  ought  to  be  done  upon  aclofe  bodied 
hurdle,  or  fledge,  that  may  prevent'any 
things  being  dropt  from  the  animal  by 
the  way;  and  for  no  parr  of  the  way 
ihould  the  animal  be  dragged  upoH  th« 
ground,  bnt  kept  upon  the  carriage,  till 
it  is  tumbled  into  the  hole  in  which  ic 
is  to  be  buried. 

**  In  killing  thefe  infetded  cattle,  and 
.  ilailiing  their  hides,  as  the  law  diretfts, 
if  any  blood,  or  other  humours  are  fptlc 
upon  the  grouud,  care  ought  to  be  taken 
to  dig  up  fuch  ground,  and  throw  it  drlk 
into  the  burying  pit. 

**'Whatever  uCcniils,  indrnments,  or 
carriages  of  any  kind,  are  employed  in 
any  operations  about  the  infected  cattle, 
the  fame  ihould  be  fet  apart  for  that 
purpofe,  and  employed  for  no  other,  till 
they  have  been  long  cxpofcd  to  the  air, 
or  fuffered  other  purification. 

•*  The  law  has  ordered  all  hay,  draw, 
or  litter,  that  has  been  near  to'  the  in¬ 
fected  cattle,  to  be  removed  and  burnt ^ 
but,  in  doing  this  it  may  be  proper^  td 
obferve,  that  there  is  fome  reafoii  to 
fufpeCt,  that,  with  the  fmoke  of  thefe 
infected  matters,  the  infeCtion  may  be 
carried  to  fome  dtdance,  and,  it  will 
therefore  be  proper  that  thefe  infected 
matters  be  always  burnt  to  the  leeward 
•f  any  adjoining  town  or  village;  and 
as  it  may  be  proper,  as  mnrh  as  poiEblc, 
to  prevent  the  i^preadiil^  of  fuch  fmoke 
upon  the  adjoining  fields,  it  will  be  pro¬ 
per  to  burn  every  thing  under  a  chimney, 
that  may  either  fecure  the  inflamma# 
tion  of  the  whole  matter,  or  carry  the 
fmoke  to  fome  height  before  it  is  blown 
by  the  wind. 

**  If  the  feveral  meafnres  here  pro- 
pofed,  for  preventing  the  fpreading  an 
infedlion,  &all  be  fuppofed  to  require 
more  pains  and  attbntion  than  can. 
be  commonly  bedowed  by  the  perfons 
concerned,  and  that  the  meafures  f* 
lately  employed  at  Portfoy  (hall  be  deem¬ 
ed  more  certainly  effectual,  1  would 
have  no  objetdiun  to  this  choice;  but 
mud  obferve,  that  unlefs  forae  precan- 
tions  are  taken  at  the  lame  time,  agaioft 
the  fpreading  of  the  infedtioo  by  per¬ 
fons,  dogs,  See,  the  other  nieafore  of 
killing,  Ucct  can  be  only  much  expeoca 
’■nil  labour  iod. 

*  •*  M'hatcver  may  be  tbonght  proper  in 

the  cafe  the  iilfead^  alroody  appearing 

in 
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ill  any  place,  it  it  expeifled,  that  all  per* 
funs  jxtireiied  of  a  O^ock  of  cattle  already 
tolerably  feparated  from  their  neigh* 
hours,  may  from  the  above  learn  what 
iicceiTary  to  prrfcrvc  their  cattle  from 
this  dU'eafei  and  to  illulirate  this  mat* 
ter,  we  iliall  here  traulcribe  two  palTagrs 
from  Lancili.  firit  phyiician  to  pope  Clr* 
ment  XL  who  pnbliJhed  a  treatife  on 
this  diieafe.  when  it  had  coinc  into  the 
popc^s  territories  in  I7l  !• 

**  In  one  place  he  has  thefe  words; 
It  is  particularly  to  l>c  obi'ervedf  that 
the  matter  of  this  inuiantoii  is  not  com* 
iniinlcatcd  only  by  the  infected  coming 
near  the  found  cattle,  but  that  it  is 
more  fiequc'utly  lariitd  I'miii  the  oue 
to  the  other  by  pcifoiis  who  have  at* 
tended  the  difealtU  latilc;  by  <logs  alio, 
and  other  animals  who  are  coveroi  with 
hair,  wool,  or  f'catluTS,  when  thcl'c  have 
either  touched  the  infiCU'd  bcaiU,  or  re* 
maiacd  long  among  thetn/' 

<<  in  another  place,  he  has  the  follow 
ing  palf^ge;  As  we  have  now  ihusvn, 
that  there  is  no  certain  remedy  for  this 
}tcililcnti«l  difeafe,  u  hen  it  has  once  Mt* 
t  teki'il  the  horned  cattle,  it  is  in  the 
next  place  netelfary  for  us-to  Ihcw  what 
the  only  certain  means  of  preventing 
it.  This  is,  the  taking  the  uttnoit:  paitis 
to  ke<p  the  found  cattle  from  all  com* 
n^antcation  with  the  itifected,  nr  with 
tiling  that  may  carry  ihcf^me  iniection. 
Since  the  prefcni  cmiiagion  has  pre¬ 
vailed,  \vc  have  fevcral  examples  of 
pel  funs  who  by  great  pains,  taking  care 
to  gnsrd  sgainii  every  accefs  of  conin* 
ginn,  have  prcl'crvcd  their  whole  linck 
ef  cattle  free  from  the  diieafe.  In  the 
C'.ampHgna  of  11  wnc,  wliile  in  every  other 
field  or  cow-honfc  the  wlmlc  cattle  w  eie 
dclhoycd,  there  uere  two  herds  that 
cniir<  ly  cfcapen  ;  one  was  that  of  prince 
I’amphili,  at  bis  villa  svithout  the  gate 
rf  .S:  Pancr.is;  the  other,  that  oi  prince 
Buroiirfe,  ?»t  Ins  farm  of  St  Nicliolas;
